Ratepayers Must Approve 


Town Approves Rec. 
Request For $ 40,000 


The Vulcan and District Recrea¬ 
tion Society received a welcome 
lift at a special meeting of town 
council two weeks ago when coun¬ 
cil approved application for a loan 
of $40,000 towards construction of 
the proposed community Recrea¬ 
tion Centre. 

This approval serves only us un 
indication of council's co-operation 
in the project. It must now go to 
the ratepayers, who will be asked 
to vote on this plebiscite on Oct. 
18, the date of town council .elec¬ 
tions. If it receives the necessary 
two-thirds majority this money 
will go towards payment of exist¬ 
ing debts owing and in the erec¬ 
tion of the frame of the centre 
and partial completion of one 
designated portion. 

This special meeting was called 
•because, if okayed, the project is 
to be submitted as a centennial 
project and this must be done 
before the end of the year. The 
time required for the plebiscite, 
loan application and its processing 
by the centennial board will take 
all of the intervening months. If 
the plebiscite fails the recreation 
group sees no alternative but to 
abandon its project. 

In attendance were Deputy 
Mayor Bev Banks, councillors J. 
V. Christensen, Gary Ness, George 
Richardson and John Wolfe while 
from the Recreation Centre board 
were President Pat Walker, Bill 
Richardson, Boyd McKay and 
Dave Mitchell. 

Also taking part in discussion 
were E. A. Abell, a centennial 
officer with the Province of Al¬ 
berta and Ray Speaker, MLA for 
Little Bow Constituency. 

Breakdown of the disbursements 
of the $40,000 was taken from 
rough estimates given the centre 
group some time ago and are: 
Foundation, $6800; blocks, $12,700: 
roof, $4400; two extra trusses, 
$3,000, and the present debt of 
approximately $8300. 

Up to now the recreation group 
has raised $22,808 through dona¬ 


tions and fund raising drives 
which, together with the $8300 
loan, has paid for the dismantling 
of the former Meadowlark Curling 
Rink at Calgary and its delivery to 
Vulcan. Some of the equipment is 
on its site by the local Armouries 
and the balance is stored inside at 
the old curling rink. 

If the building Is successfully 
applied for as a centennial project 
a complete grant of about $8000 
plus possible revenue from inclu¬ 
sion under winter works can be 
applied .to reduce the loan and 
the Recreation Committee has 
other fund raising projects under 
consideration in the future. Also

Watch For The Smoothies 


Farmers in this area might be wise at this time 
:>f year in particular to be on guard against smooth- 
talking salesmen representing unknown firms who are 
now out to take advantage of the urgent need for 
grain storage facilities. 

This is the warning issued Aug. 30 by the Cal¬ 
gary Better Business Bureau. Southern Alberta 
farmers, faced with storing a better-than-average 
wheat crops, are expected to be prime targets for 
fly-by-night companies that have been set up to peddle 
storage buildings right across the prairies. The old 
come-on of “we will use your building as model and 
give you a big discount” will likely be used and if you 
can’t afford the cash they will gladly arrange for you 
to sign a promissory note at exorbitant interest rates, 
warns the BBB. 

The majority of firms supplying farm buildings 
are thoroughly reputable, are well konwn through 
their advertising and are prepared to stand behind 
their products or services. But if a salesman with 
high pressure or rush tactics approaches you, check 
his credentials and make sure he is in possession of 
a valid and subsisting provincial license. Have esti¬ 
mates and promises put in writing — if his deal is 
bona fide he won’t mind — and don’t give a deposit 
or sign a contract without thoroughly checking and 
understanding the terms. Investigate before you invest, 
advises the bureau. 

Dealing with well known and established firms is 
your best assurance of satisfaction.

Prospects at the present time 
indicate a record breaking grain 
crop in the prairies. Much of this 
grain will have to be stored with 
the possibility of at least part of 
it remaining in Storage for some 
time. 

Under these circumstances it is 
extremely important that every 
effort be made to store it- as 
safely as possible. 

1. The storage building should 
be made weather proof. Check the 
roof and walls and cover holes, 
cracks, etc., that would admit rain 
or snow. 

2. Make some provision for ven¬ 
tilation. Grain breathes and pro¬ 
duces some water vapor. A tightly 
closed bin, particularly if the 
grain has a high moisture content 
can cause real trouble. 

3. Remove all old grain (often 
rotted and mouldy) from cracks in 
walls and floors and off of plates, 
etc. This grain could harbor insects 
and could also degrade the new 
grain when it is removed later. 
The safest method of disposal for 
bin cleanings is- to burn it. This 
will destroy both disease organisms 
and insects. 

4. After the bin has been made 
weather - proof and thoroughly 
cleaned, it should be disinfected. 
This is important because even if 
the bin has. been thoroughly clean¬ 
ed, insects could still be present in 
inaccessible places. 

Recommended Spray Materials— 

1. Malathion— Mix at the rate 
of 3 ounces of 50% Malathion in 
1 gallon water. Cost of treating a 
12’xl4’ granary approximately 75c. 

2. Abol— Mix at the rate' of 1 
pound Abol to 5 gallons water. 
Cost of treating a 12’xl4' granary 
approximately 35c. 

Mixing instructions and safety 
precautions to observe while 
spraying are on the containers. 
Follow instructions carefully.

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considered is the presence of vol¬ 
unteer labor available when needed. 

Major fear expressed by coun¬ 
cillors is the severely reduced bor¬ 
rowing power of the town brought 
about by the loan relating to the 
new town water supply. Allowance 
must be made for current utilities 
and future improvements and ex¬ 
pansion but on the other hand it 
was felt that if the centre project 
does not go ahead now it will be 
lost to the town and district for 
years.
